■ The  Untied  Nations  were  incorporated 
at  San  Francisco  yesterday  as  a world  body 
unique  in  human  times  As  the  delegates  ol 
fifty  nations  rose  in  their  seals,  the  United 
Nations’  Charter  was  born — an  act  of  simple 
faith  in  Providence,  a true  homage  to  the  re- 
membered dead.  There  is  not  one  line  in 
this  great  charter  of  human  rights  and  liber- 
ties that  was  not  put  there  sincerely  and  hon- 
fifly  with  the  help  of  nations  and  of  men 
who  have  known  the  awful  coil  of  war  at 
first  hand.  1 he  whole  purport  ol  the  charier 
and  its  statute  is  that  men  may  live  F-or  too 
long  through  the  gnm  pages  of  history  they 
have  prepared  themselves  only  to  die  It 
speaks  much  for  the  mood  and  earnestneu 
of  our  day  that  this  step  could  he  consum- 
mated even  while  war  raged.  It  is  a vision 
for  the  future,  and  it  is  bright 

Sixty  days  in  the  Opera  House  at  San 
Francisco  may  have  changed  the  whole  course 
of  our  times  Here  the  great  powers,  the 
medium  states  and  the  little  ones  are  renounc- 
ing war  at  the  graveside  of  their  myriad  dead. 
This  is  no  starry-eyed  performance  of  idle 
dreamers.  I he  peace-loving  nations  of  the 
world  have  banded  together  on  a permanent 
basis  to  squelch  war  before  it  starts,  to  apply 
instant  blockade  to  any  nation  that  again 
develops  this  mad  germ  to  bring  m the  rule 
ol  suasion  and  debate  through  "negotiation, 
mediation,  conciliation,  arbitration  and  judic- 
ial settlement to  understand  and  to  help 
one  another  out  of  the  siill-smoking  ashes 
of  a half-burnt  world.
